Residents are encouraged to host yard sales at
their residences, but tables will be available for free to use at Town Hall.

New Business
e  Water Heater
o The council discussed and decided to purchase a new hot water heater for town hall. The water heater
will be $460 with fittings from Lowe's. Vice Mayor Boyles will install.
e Bathroom Repair
o Council received an estimate from Fletcher’s Plumbing for $850 to repair the bathroom at Town Hall. It
was decided this would be discussed at a later date, after the town budget has been finalized.
e “In My Area” Link to Website
o Mayor Caple was contacted about adding an “In My Area” Link on the town website to help residents find
local service provides for cable, internet, etc. It was mutually agreed amongst council that this would be
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beneficial to the community and will be added.
e Town Hall Rentals
o It was decided the cost for a 2-3 hour rental would be dropped to $150.
